Senate Turns Down Pro- 
posal Requiring Agency 
to Authorize Gradu- 
ated Rent Boosts Up to 
15 Per Cent. | 


WASHINGTON, July 11 1AP)— 
A move to require that OPA au- 
thorize increases in rents was re- 
jected 58 to 14 today as the 
Senate drove toward a final de- 
cision on legislation to revive 
price controls. 

The vote rejected an amend- 
ment by Senator Hawkes (Rep.), 
New Jersey, to permit an imme- 
diate 5 per cent rent increase and 
additional 5 per cent increase on 
next Nov. 30 and March 31. It 
would also forbid federal rent con- 


trols in states that already have} 


them. 
Both Missouri's Senators—Briggs 
(Dem.) and Donnell (Rep.)—and 
those of Illinois— Brooks (Rep.) 
and Lucas (Dem.)—voted against 
the proposed rent amendment. 
Democratic leader Barkley 
pushed for a showdown on the 
OPA bill—loaded with bars on 
price controls for meat, poultry, 
milk, gasoline, cotton seed, soy- 
beans and their products—in the 
face of a threat of a on 
the measure. ee ks 
. When Barkley announced that 
he wanted to dispose of the meas- 
ure before the Senate recesses for 
the day, Senator Tobey (Rep.), 
New Hampshire, shouted “Amen.” 
Senator Wiley (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin, had told the Senate he pro- 
posed to call up tomorrow House- 
approved measures disapproving 
President Truman’s government 
reorganization plan. They have a 
privileged status by law, so any 
Senator may force action on them. 
Wiley first moved to take them 
up today but withdrew his motion 
after a plea by Barkley that OPA 
be given the right of way. Wiley 
said that if the much-revised 
price control bill is not passed to- 
day, he wants action on the re- 
organization matter tomorrow. 
Barkley observed that any break 
of this kind into the price control 
debate would “play into the hands 
of anybody seeking to delay ac- 
tion.” 
O’Daniel Plans ‘Few Words.’ 
Senator O’Daniel (Dem.), Texas, 
told reporters he intended to “say 
quite a few words” before any 
final vote is taken. He said he 
also will bring up an amendment 
to establish a Fair Employment 
Practices Commission.

FARMERS UNION 


NNOUNGES BREAK 
PRESIDENT 


Head of Organization 
Says It Lacks Faith in 
Administration, Also in 
Congress. 


DENVER, July 11 (AP) — The 
Nationa] Farmers Union has brok- 
en with the Truman Administra- 
tion and is “pulling out of 
‘Washington: to mobilize for the 
economic M-day it feels is com- 
ing,” President James Patton said 
today. 

“The union has lost confidence 
in the Truman Administration's 
doing anything about legislation 
we consider important,” Patton, 
head of the union which reports 
400,000 members, said fn an inter- 
view. 

The move does not mean a step 
toward the support of the Repub- 
lican party, Patton emphasized, 
“because we have lost faith in 
Congress as a whole as well as 
the Administration.” 

The union’s Washington staff is 
being reduced from 15 to one, he 
said, and he has been authorized 
by the board of directors to sell 
the union's $75,000 Washington 
building. 

He cited the President's veto of 
the OPA extension bill and his re- 
quest for strong emergency labor 
powers as examples of the Admin- 
istration’s “inconsistency” which 
caused the union to withdraw its 
support, ; 

Directors of the union believe 
the trend in Washington is toward 
inflation to be. followed by defla- 
tion, Patton said, “so we're start- 
ing to mobilize for the economic

Action Taken by Group 
in Protest Against 


Price Rises for Meat, 
Milk and Butter. 


Two dairy companies and two 
grocery stores were picketed to- 
day a group of housewives pro- 
testing against the increased 
prices of milk, butter and meat 
since the expiration:of the Office 


of Price Administration. 

Picket lines were maintained by 
the women for about 15 minutes 
at each of the following places: 
St. Louis Dairy Co., 2001 Chestnut 
street’ Pevely Dairy Co., 1001 
South Grand avenue; Schulz Groc- 
ery Co., 4398 Olive street, and the 
A. Moll Grocery Co., Delmar 
boulevard and DeBaliviere avenue. 

Those in the picket line were 
members of the St. Louis Con- 
sumers’ Federation and the Fight 
Inflation Committee of St. Louis. 
Spokesmen for the two groups 
said the picketing was being car- 
ried on in an effort to start a 
buyers’ strike here. Strikes of 
this nature ‘are in effect in Wash- 
ington, New York, Philadelphia 
and Quincy, Mass., the United 
Press reported. 

Signs carried by the women 
here protested against the 79-cent 
price for a pound of butter and 
the 19 cents a quart price for 
milk at the dairies. Other signs 
said: “Wake up S8t. Louis, Keep 
Prices Down;” and “Revive the 
OPA.” 

Harriet Rabunsky, 3-year-old 
daughter of Mr, and Mrs, Marvin 
Rabunsky, 808 Leland avenue, 
University City, walked in the 
picket line with her mother. Her

Finally Visits

The cool front which St. Louis 
has been eagerly awaiting finally 
arrived about 7 o’clock this morn- 
ing, and Meterologist Harry F. 
Wahigren expected the thermome- 
ter to stay below 90 degrees today 
for the first time in a week. 

St. Louisans looked forward to 
turning off their fans and sleeping 
under blankets last night when 
the thermometer dropped 12 de-. 
grees from a high of 97 at 3:30 
o’clock to 85 at 4 yesterday after- 
noon, and the weather man pre 
dicted lower temperatures, but the 
cooler weather traveled more 
slowly than expected, and the low 
this morning Was an uncomfort- 
able 77 at 6 o’clock. 

Wahlgren had good news for 
persons sweltering in St. Louis’s 
hottest July since 1936. The cool 
weather will last at least through 
tomorrow, he said, and he expects 
the thermometer to register no 
more than 8&5 degrees tomorrow.

about+65 degrees, The skies will 
be fair tomorrow, he said. 

Remarking, “We could use a 
good rain,” Wahlgren looked hope- 
fully at his weather map, but saw 
no immediate prospects of it. 
There may be occasional thunder- 
showers today, however. 

Temperatures throughout the 
country were high yesterday, with 
a top of 108 at Las Vegas, Nev. 
But vacationists at Yellowstone 
Park were enjoying sound sleep 
at 35-degree weather. Highest 
temperature recorded here in the 
heat wave was 98 degrees yester- 
day and Tuesday, and the ther- 
mometer at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field reached 101 Tuesday. 

Wahlgren held out some hope 
for St. Louisans who are gloomily 
considering that September is still 
seven weeks away.

STEELMAN URGES 


NAVY SPENDING: 
REVIVAL OF OPA 


Reconversion Report Says 
Lower U.S. Costs and 
Continued High Taxes 
Are Needed to Control 


Inflation. 

WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP)— 
Reconversion Director John R. 
Steelman today demanded new 


slashes in federal spending and 


pointed at the Army and Navy as 
the places to cut deepest. 


Economy may be achieved 
there, Steelman told President 
Truman and Congress, without 
hampering operations aimed at 
fulfilling world obligations, fur- 
thering American interests and 
keeping global peace. 

Although terming the revival of 
price control] the No. 1 essential 
in warding off “costly and irre- 
trievable” inflation, Steelman said 
this action should be coupled with 
lower Government costs, continued 
high taxes and credit controls, 
and, if possible, a federal budget 
surplus. 

Steelman warned: “Every day 
that passes now, without a (price 
control) law on the books increases 
the danger that our price ceiling 
structure will be shattered beyond 
repair and that the ground we 
have so laboriously won against 
inflation will be irretrievably lost.” 

Less Agency Spending Urged. 

Less spending by the civilian 
agencies and postponement of 
public works would help to halt 
the flow of Government dollars in- 
to private hands, Steelman said in 
his first quarterly report as Di- 
rector of the Office of War 
Mobilization and Reconversion, 
but he added: ‘ 

“If a ‘major cut in the inflation- 
ary impact of federal expenditures 
is to be sought, expenditure plans 
of the Army and Navy... must 
be re-examined in the light of the 
present need for anti-inflationary 


action.” , 

_The*-armed: “forces, he said, 
fepresent 45 per cent of all pro- 
posed outlays in a 1947 budget 
which was intended to total 
$35,800,000,000 but which has 
risen an estimated 10 to 15 per 
cent—to 4@ billion dollars or 
more, 

On the other hand, the civil- 
fan agencies—legislative, judi- 
cial and executive—will cost “a 
little more than two billion dol- 
lars, or 6 per cent, of total ex- 
penditures.” If major econo- 
mies are to come, Steelman said, 
they “must be sought  else- 
where.” 

Three fifths of the outlays of 
the Army and Navy are ear- 
marked for purposes other than 
the direct paying, feeding, cloth- 
ing, training and transporting of 
soldiers and sailors, Steelman 
pointed out. 

He did not specify which of the 
“other purposes” should be cut, 
but he suggested that many might 
be postponed if they could not be 
chopped down. 

“The merger of the military and 
naval departments, which the 
President has repeatedly urged, 
can achieve economies by the 
elimination of duplicating expen- 
ditures,” he said, 

Steelman led off his report 
with the announcement that, 
“production of over-the-counter 
consumer goods for the first 
half of 1946 was the highest in 
either peace or war.” 

Until June 30—when OPA ex- 
pired—“runaway inflation had 
been prevented,” Steelman said.

WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP) — 
A board of experts advised Presi- 
dent Truman today that the 
Bikini atomic bomb test provided 
adequate data for the redesign of 
Navy vessels “to minimize damage 


to superstructures and deck per-|> 


sonnel from this type of bomb.” 

“A vast amount of data which 
will prove invaluable. throughout 
scientific and engineering fields 
has been made available by this 
test,” the report added. 

The evaluation board, represent- 
ing the Joint Chiefs of Staff, was 
headed by Dr. Karl T. Compton, 
noted physicist. 

Other members were Bradley 
Dewey, Thomas F. Farrell, Gen. 
Joseph W. W. Stilwell, Lt. Gen. 
Lewis H. Brereton, R. Adm, W. R. 
Purnell and R. Adm. R. A. Ofstie. 

“There can be no question,” the 
board said, “that the effort and 
expense involved in this test has 
been amply justified both by the 
information secured and by great- 
ly narrowing the range of specu- 
lation and argument.” 

A special presidental commit- 
tee, headed by Senator Hatch 
(Dem.), New Mexico, expressed a 
similar opinion in a separate re- 
port as to the value of the test. 

Saying the results “amply justify 
the expenditure” and that fur- 
ther tests are “equally desireable 
and necessary,” this group of ob- 
servers reported to Truman: 

“You made a wise decision when 
you approved the plans for this 
test and they have been carried 
out with extraordinary skill, dilli- 
gence and ingenuity. The test 
just complete has again proven 
that the atomic bomb is a weapon 
of terrific power when used on 
land or sea.” 

The board emphasized... that 
bomb damaged more ships, “than 
have ever before been damaged 
by a single explosion.” 

It reported that the bomb ex- 
ploded “with an intensity which 
approached the best of the three 
previous atomic bombs,” over a 
point 1500 to 2000 feet west of the 
assigned target at approximately 
the planned altitude. 

It continued that the target ar- 
ray in no sense represented an 
actual naval disposition, but was 
designed to obtain maximum data 
from a single explosion. 

These were listed as important 
effects: Five ships were sunk and 
two wrecked within one-half mile 
of the explosion point; numerous 
fires were started on other ships, 
including one on a ship two miles 
distant, “which was apparently 
due to some unusual circumstance 
since the other fires were much 
closer.” 

The board said little damage ap- 
parently was done to the hulls of 
the battleships Nevada and Ar- 
kansas and the heavy cruiser Pen- 
sacola, the only major combatant 
ships within one-half mile of the 
explosion point, but “their super- 
structures were badly wrecked” 
and “these ships were unquestion- 


ably put out of action.”

WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP)— 
Senate war profits investigators 
learned today that Representative 
Andrew J. May (Dem.), Kentucky, 
had protested against a produc- 
tion cutback ordered for “a friend 


of mine”—Henry Garsson. Gars- 
son was one of the promoters of 
the “paper empire” of 19 closely 
linked corporations now under 
investigation. 

The investigators were told also 
that May, chairman of the House 
Military Affairs Committee, had 
taken up with War Department 
officials the matter of granting 
an Army-Navy E award to one of 
the Garsson companies. 

The production award to the 
Batavia (Ill.) Metal Products Co. 
was termed “indefensible” «by 
Chairman Mead (Dem.), New 
York, of the Senate War Investi- 
gation Committee. 

Milton H. Pettit, chairman of 
the ordnance committee on E 
awards, testified there were short 
cuts and speedy action “unprece- 
dented” in handing out the pen- 
nant, He acknowledged that he 
had noted on Batavia’s files: 
“What price political expediency.” 

Pettit testified that Batavia 
never would have been given the 
award if it had been left up to 
district ordnance officers (the 
normal procedure) who had pro- 
tested against the company’s 
manpower handling, its produc- 
tion efficiency and its prices. 

He said that it was his “un- 
derstanding” that the speed and 
unusual proceedings by which 
it was granted was due to 
May’s intercession, 

Mead remarked that the award 
had a “derogatory effect upon the 
producers of America” and said 
that it constituted a “blemish” on 
the Army-Navy use of the morale 
and production stimulating device. 

The committee received a tele- 
phone transcription depicting May 
as protesting against the produc- 
tion cutback. 

The transcript was placed be- 
fore the committee as it sought 
details from Brig. Gen. Roswell 
Hardy, wartime chief of the ord-

MOLOTOV URGES

PARIS, July 11 (AP) — Russia 
emerged today as the champion of 
a unified and self-sufficient Ger- 
many on the basis of a policy- 
charting speech yesterday by Sov- 
iet Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov. 

Addressing his colleagues on the 
Foreign Ministers’ Council, Molo- 
tov flatly opposed the dismember- 
ment or federalization of Germany 
unless such was the will of the 
German people and also opposed 
reduction of the Reich to an agri- 
cultural state, ’ 

The speech was the first clear 
cut expression of the Kremlin’s 
attitude toward Germany since 
the end of the war. 


The president of the court,

Chetnik Chieftain Denies 
Collaboration Charges 
—Says He Was Victim 
of Intrigue. 


BELGRADE, July 11 (AP) — 
The trial of Gen. Draja Mihailovic 
moved toward its climax today fol- 
lowing the former Yugoslav war 
minister’s final plea for his life, 
in which he voiced “an absolute 
hatred for the Germans” and de- 
nied charges that he had collabo- 
rated with them, 

In a four-hour address yesterday 
to the war crimes tribunal before 
which he and 23 co-defendants are 
on trial, Mihailovic reviewed his 
career as leader of the Chetniks 
and asked the court “to be fair 
in its evaluation of my work.” 

“I do not say that I made no 
mistakes, but everyone was mak- 
ing mistakes,” Mihailovic declared 
as he pictured for the tribunal the 
“whirlpool of events and difficul- 
ties” with which he was con- 
fronted. : 

The Chetnik chieftain, hailed by 
the Allied world as the leader of 
Yugoslav resistance forces. in 
1941, referred frequently to his 
notes as he sought to refute the 
testimony of prosecution witnesses 
that his men had fought~side by 
side with the Germans against 
Marshal Tito’s partisans. 

He declared that he had “never 
made an agreement with any 
enemy,” that he had always main- 
tained a hostile attitude toward 
the Germans and had fought con-

RENT CURBS HOLD ON HOUSES 
BUILT UNDER VETERANS ACT 


WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP)— 
An official of the Federal Housing 
Administration said yesterday the 
agency had authority to fix maxi- 
mum rentals on dwellings built 
under the Veterans Emergency 
Housing Act despite the lapse of 
OPA rent controls. | 

Housing Expediter Wilson W. 
Wyatt had said last week there 
was no question about FHA'’s 
power to set maximum prices on 
such houses, but there was some 
doubt about legality of fixing 
maximum rents. 

Since then, an official of the 
agency told a reporter, FHA at- 
torneys have decided the Moore 
amendment to the Second War 
Powers Act does not apply to the 
Veterans Housing Act. The amend- 
ment was aimed at preventing 
OPA from fixing prices under any 


others—to come close to prewar 
output. 

“Shortages will continue for the 
‘rest of this year,” he predicted. 
“Without any question, the infla-

|supply cannot be eliminated in 
the remaining months of 1946.”

FOOD—Consumption of meats, 
vegetables and milk is well above

000. Labor contracts which have 
been signed this year should insure 
capacity operations throughout the 
remainder of this year, unless a 
precipitate rise in prices provokes 
reopening of the contracts. Dis- 
cussing industrial relations, Steel- 
man said, “it is just as hard and 
just as impractical to prescribe 
iron-bound rules of behavior in 
the dealings between labor and 
management as it would be to 
prescribe them for husbands and 
wives.” 

INCOME—Total income paid 
to individuals during the first 
three months of this year was at 
an annual rate of 157 billions, less 
than 3.5 per cent below the boom- 
ing wartime level, 

MATERIALS — “Serious short- 
ages” of iron, steel, copper, lead 
and tin, caused in large part by 
strikes, Now production is rising 
rapidly.

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HOUSE BARS SENATE. 
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SILVER COMPROMISE 


Rejects 90.3 Cents an Ounce 
Price, Stands Pat 
on 71.11, 


WASHINGTON, July 11 (UP) — 
The House, standing firm against 
any silver price increases, today 
rejected a Senate compromise 
proposal to boost the Government 
silver purchase and sale price 
from 71.11 cents to 90.3 cents an 
ounce. 

For the second time in a week, 
it refused to approve any price 
increase and dropped the contro- 
— issue back into the Senate's 

ap. 

Earlier this week, the House 
sustained its conferees in refusing 
to accept a Senate proposal for a 
90.3 cents price which would be 
increased to $1.29 after June 30, 
1948. 

Yesterday the Senate agreed to 
drop the proviso for boosting the 
price to $1.29, but insisted on the 
90.3-cent rate. It was this com- 
promise which the House rejected 
today on motion of Representative 
Emmet O’Neal (Dem.), Kentucky. 
The House instructed its conferees 
to insist .on the 71.11 price which 
it originally wrote into the treas- 
ury-postoffice appropriation bill. 


Foreign Silver Price Boosted to 
90% Cents ah Ounce. 

NEW YORK, July 11 (AP)—The 
foreign silver price was increased 
today from 70% cents an ounce to 
90% cents an ounce by Handy & 
Harman, silver brokers. Both the 
domestic price of 70% cents and 
the London of 44 pence remained 
unchanged. 

The New York price hike on 
foreign silver followed indications 
in Congress that the Senate and 
House would compromise on the 
price of silver af 90.3 cents, drop- 
ping the Senate’s previous demand 
that it be increased to $1.29 in 
two years. 

Meanwhile, industrial users have 
been reported buying Mexican sil- 
ver at around 980 cents an ounce 
since the domestic supply was 
frozen.

Two Large Firms Op- 
pose Plan, Another 
Seeks Outlet for the 
‘Hill’—Traffic Hazard 
Cited. 


The 37-year-old question of 
whether to open Bischoff avenue 
to traffic between South Kings- 
highway and Hereford street is 
coming to a head, amidst a storm 
of controversy. 

Opponents to the proposal say 
a traffic hazard would be created 
at the southern end of the Kings- 
highway viaduct, where Bischoff 
would intersect, In addition, they 
maintain, a dangerous railroad 
crossing would have to be estab- 
lished on Bischoff, . 

Those who want that section of 
Bischoff opened are chiefly resi- 
dents of the “Hill,” who say they

The entire matter, which dates 
from 1909, is under study by Pres- 
ident Milton M. Kinsey of the 
Board of Public Service, who ex- 
pects to announce a decision in 
a few days after a conference 
with the legal department, 

Authorized in 1910. 
On Jan. 27, 1910, after months 
of discussion, the Board of Alder- 
men authorized the opening of 
Bischoff from Kingshighway. to 
Cooper street (now Marconi). 
Suit to condemn the property was 
filed the following November, but 
a final judgment was not obtained 
until May 12, 1920, 
An ordinance was adopted June 
20, 1942, for grading and paving 
Bischoff from Kingshighway west 
to Hereford, The WPA had paved 
the street from Hereford west to 
Marconi several years previously. 
A paving contract was let in 
late 1942, but later was canceled 
because of war conditions. 
Wow the problem again con- 
fronts city officials, They find 
the three large industrial firms in 
the area—American Stove Co., 
Carondelet Foundry Co. and Mc- 
Quay-Norris Co.—don’t have like 
opinions on the matter. 
The American Stove Co. favors 
the proposal because a number 
of its employes who live to the 
west on the “Hill” want the street 
improved. The other two com- 
panies have made known their 
opposition. 
On file is a letter from Samuel 
W. Greenland of the Public Serv- 
ice Co., who said “the traffic flow 
into and out of Kingshighway 
would create a very dangerous 
aad hazardous situation.” 

Opposed as Traffic Hazard. 
On the traffic question, the op- 
ponents contend the sharp right- 
angle junction just at the end of 
the Kingshighway viaduct — 486 
feet north of Southwest avenue— 
would prevent drivers on Bischoff 
and Kingshighway from seeing 
eac other. A left turn from 
Bis: hoff into Kingshighway, they 
say, would be extremely hazard- 


ous. 

If Bischoff is improved, {it would 
be necessary to establish a grade 
crossing at the Missouri Pacific 
tracks, which cross Bischoff at 
an angle several hundred feet 
west of Kingshighway. 

A grade crossing, with flashing 
lights, was at Wilson avenue, one 
blocl: to the north, before that 
street was vacated in 1940, but

‘They were Mrs. Homer 
Powers of Sioux City, Ia., who suf- 
fered severe bruises and sprains, 
and Raymond Tipton of Columbia, 
who suffered burns and shock. 
The driver, John R. Thompson, 
3127 Locust street, suffered minor 
burns, but did not require medical 
treatment. 

Thompson told Grammer the 
bus was descending a hill about 
one half mile west of Mineola on 
Highway 40, when hé heard an ex- 
plosion. In the rear view mirror 
he saw flames shooting from 
around the left rear wheels, he 
said, and applied the brakes, They 
failed to hold, apparently because 
the air line was burned or broken, 
and he crashed the bus into the 
bridge railing.

Funds Might Be Borrowed or Contributed 
’ Partly From Reserve Amounts, Kirk 


Asserts. 


If the board of directors of the 
Community Chest of Greater St. 
Louis desires to do so it can fur- 
nish adequate financial support 
for the Veterans’ Service Center 
this year, Kirk E. Latta, executive 
director of the Chest, declared 
today. 


Furthermore, Latta said he al- 
ready had suggested that the 
board of the Veterans’ Center pre- 
pare a request for Chest funds 
for 1947, to be included in the 
campaign for funds this fall, 


Previously, Latta had _written 
William K. Moors, director of the 
Veterans’ Center, that the Chest 
has no funds with which to make 
a further contribution toward 
support of the Center during the 
current year. The Center is sup- 
ported jointly by city and Com- 
munity Chest, formerly War Chest, 
funds. The Chest, having reviewed 
the Center’s budget for the first 
half of 1946, previously contributed 
$30,161. 

City financial support of the 
Center for the last half of this 
year is predicated on an additional 
contribution of $17,388 by the Com- 
munity Chest, Latta said yester- 
day that the $30,161 given earlier 
was considered by the Chest to be 
the final confribution for this 
year. 

Today, however, Latta declared 
that “the Community Chest has 
not closed the door on support of 
the Veterans’ Center. There is no 
intention on the part of the Com- 
munity Chest board to drop the 
Veterans’ Center as one of its 
agencies,” 

At least two possibilities exist 
for making up the $17,388 the 
Veterans’ Center is short in its 
current budget, Latta said. The 
Community Chest can vote to 
borrow this amount until after 
its campaign for funds next fall. 
Or the Chest can contribute a part 
of this amount out of a reserve 
contingent fund — which is not, 
however, large enough to support 
the full amount, Latta said—then 
make a further contribution im- 
mediately after the fund-raising 
campaign in October. 

A decision on support of the 
Veterans’ Center will be up to the 
board of the Community Chest 
and to the Chest’s budget com- 
mittee, Latta said. He said the 
budget committee has not yet had 
an opportunity to review the Vet- 
erans’ Center budget for the last 
half of this year, but would do 
so in the near future. 

Additional support of the Vet- 
erans’ Center was not included in 
the Community Chest allotment of 


fugds previously, Latta said, be- 
cause no request for further funds 
had been received from the Center 
until recently. The Center’s bud- 
get had been prepared in two 
six-month periods, and preparation 
of the budget for the last half 
of the year was held up pending 
the recent appointment of a new 
director, Moors, 


Yesterday, Frank C. Rand, pres- 
ident of the Community Chest, de- 
clared there had been some dis- 
cussion of continued support of 
the Veterans’ Center among board 
members. 


“We've got to cut down on some 
of these war activities,” Rahd 
said.

“Gen. Hardy was recorded as 
breaking in on the conversation 
to say that Henry J. Kaiser also 
was cut back on his eight-inch 
shell contract, that he was 
“knocked down even more” than 
Garsson. 

May then declared, the trans- 
cript showed, that the Wart De- 
partment decision was “hard on a 
fellow,” and suggested that Ord- 
mance consider Garsson for 
another type of contract. 

. Further Remarks by May. 

May, who has denied that he 
profited in any way from his ac- 
tivities on behalf of Garsson, then 
was recorded as having told 

y: 

“Let me assure you of one 
thing: Mr. Garsson wasn’t com- 
plaining. ... He is mighty ap- 
preciative of what your branch 
has done for him.” 

Gen. Hardy testified that Ba- 
tavia was the second highest cost 
producer of eight-inch shells. Unit 
costs, he said, ranged from a low 
of $26.46 to a high of $51.41, with 
Batavia's average at $41.28 per 
shell. 

He agreed that “other things be- 
ing equal” in any cutback pro- 
gram the higher cost producers 
would be cut back first. However, 
he told the committee, “other 
things were never equal,” citing 
manpower as one of the major de- 
ciding factors. 


15,000-Shell Cutback. 


In this instance, he said, Batavia 
was cut back from 25,000 shells a 
month to 10,000 a month. He said 
the Babcock Printing Press Co. 
of New London, Conn., the highest 
cost producer, was cut from 6000 
to 4000. ' 

Gen. Hardy, still in uniform, in- 
sisted that Army Ordnance gave 
the Garsson interests no better 
treatment than that accorded 
others. 

He denied, in reply to questions 
by Meader, that the Batavia Metal 
Products Co. had been given a 
$10,879,203 contract for eight-inch 
shells “on instructions from Wash- 
ington.” 

Gen. Hardy testified in similar 
vein yesterday, saying he could 
recall no case in which May in- 
terceded to get preferential treat- 
ment for the Garsson companies. 
He said merely that May had exer- 
cised “influence” to obtain “equal 
opportunity” for the firms. 

Convinced of ‘Influence.’ 

He said he became convinced 
late in the fall of 1944 or early 
in 1945 that influence was being 
employed in behalf of the Batavia 
company. 

Gen. Hardy asserted he would 
furnish the committee memoran- 
dums on which this conclusion 
was based.

Thomas told the Rules Commit- 
tee he thought Truman sent a 
letter to Secretary of War Pat- 
terson telling him he wanted the 
civilian control bill which later 
was passed by the Senate, 

“The Secretary of War told us 
last year that the bill before us 
was the best bill he could possibly 
think of,” Thomas said. 

That bill would have made it 
permissible for the President to 
appoint military personnel on the 
control commission. 

“Then he (the secretary of war) 
came back ‘to our committee the 
second time — just about two! 
weeks ago—and told us he thought 
this bill (the Senate bill) is the 
best he could think of,” Thomas | 
said. 

“Or course, the Secretary of 
War is under the Commander in 
Chief,” May interrup ed, 

“Yes,” and he’s a good soldier,” | 
Thomas said.

Telegrams to city officials said 
that the pay increases didn’t 
“cover the increased living costs.” 
They. requested that pay proposals 
for those getting under $390 a 
‘month be revised upwardly “to 
adequate amounts.” 

The Civil Service Commission 
yesterday rejected a recommenda- 
tion by the Legislation Committee 
of the Board of Aldermen that the 
proposed salary increases for city 
employes be further increased. 
The commission’s bill, providing 
for $2,100,000 in increases, was held 
up by the committee with the rec- 
ommendation that all employes 
getting less than $322 a month 
under the terms of the bill be in- 
creased an additional $5. 

The commission pointed out 
that increases already totaling $4,- 
158,000, or 38 per cent, had been 
recommended by it since 1943 and 
that it could not recommend a 
further increase. The commission’s 
recommendations would bring city 
employes’ salaries on a par with 
those in private industry, the com- 
mission said. 

The retirement plan has been 
held in abeyance by the Mayor 
pending the enactment of revenue 
measures by the Board of Alder- 
men. It is now doubtful whether 
it will be introduced this year. 

Expenditures for rubbish collec- 
tion also will not be encountered 
during the current year. The 
original investment in trucks and 
disposal] facilities will be subject 
to the approval of the voters on 
Aug. 6 in a bond issue election for 
$4,000,000. If approved, it may 
take a year or more to construct 
facilities and obtain equipment: 
Until then, the operation cost will 
not be a budget item.

ATLANTA, July 11 (AP) — A 
Geiger counter to measure radio- 
activity registered a “definite in- 
crease” in the atmosphere “some 
10 days after the Bikini explosion,” 
an Emory University physicist re- 
ported today.

WILLISTON, N. D.. July 11 
(UP)—Rubin G. musson, for- 
mer vice presideht of the First 
National Bank, promised today to 
“make good” all shortages at the 
bank, expected to total more than 
$100,000. 

Rasmusson, free on bail, ad- 
mitted using bank money to help 
out friends in need of cash. He 
said he didn’t think the amount 
was as high as $100,000, but he 
was prepared to cover all losses. 
Rasmusson said he ye using 
bank funds when his friends were 
slow in paying him back. 

Bank Examiner H. L. Wray, who 
said preliminary investigations 
indicated shortages of more than 
$100,000, asserted that Rasmusson 
had obtained money over a 10- 
year period by crediting a custom- 
er’s account in his bank book 
for each deposit but neglecting to 
enter the amount ‘in the bank 
ledgers. Accounts were tapped for 
amounts varying from $50 to $500 
each, Wray said. 

Depositors who appeared at the 
bank to have their accounts 
checked were amazed by charges 
against Rasmusson. They said he 
was a “model citizen,” a leader in 
the Chamber of Commerce, Elks, 
Moose and ‘other organizations.

serious consideration of the possi- 
bility of éstablishing an official 
over-all governmental agency hav- 
ing the power of determining 
questions relating to regional de- 


velopment. 
As an example he cited the New 


York Port Authority, which, he 


said, “has been eminently success- 
ful and receives the hearty sup- 
port of all contributing commit- 
tees, none of which, after 25 years’ 
experience, would do without it; 
the adaptation of this idea to the 
St. Louis metropolitan area is a 
problem that would require re- 
search and serious thinking on the 
part of business men, industrial- 
ists, transportation experts, engi- 
neers and lawyers.” 

In a critical survey of regional 
problems, Col. Elliott gave par- 
ticular attention to the problem 
of adequate airport facilities. St. 
Louis’s present air facilities, he 
said, are “not good in the light of 
Pp ble developments in aviation; 
Lambert-St. Louis Field may or 
may not be capable of develop- 
ment to meet all requirements, and 
there appears to be need for a 
first-order airport; whether or not 
Columbia Bottoms is the best site 
is a question that should be con- 
sidered at a broad regional level.” 

In public discussions of the air- 
port problem, Col. Elliott said, 
there seems to be “a tacit, if not 
acknowledged understanding” that 
the St. Louls airport should be in 
Missouri rather than in Tlinols, 
without regard to convenience. He 
added that “the location of satel- 
lite airports is certainly a matter 
for consideration and determina- 
tion at the regional] level.” 

His statement also included a 
discussion of rail facilities and 
pointed out that “busses and 
freight trucks enter and leave the 
city without control, routing or 
other arrangement of facilities to 
meet their needs and to protect 
the interests of passenger-car 
drivers.” He said that interchange 
of freight between railroads, 
trucks and river craft is not, on 
the whole, well organized. 

The question of tunnels, pre- 
sumably beneath the Mississippi 
river, “should be explored,” he 
said, and if additiona) bridges are 
to be constructed “they and their 
approaches should be located in 
accordance with an efficient re- 
gional plan.”

Byrnes indicated that the term 
of the treaty could be extended to 
40 years, if this would allay Rus- 
sian objections. 

Bevin complained that Russia 
had prevented fulfillment of Pots- 
dam pledges to allow import and 
export exchanges among the 
various Allied zones of occupa- 
tion in Germany. He submitted a 
paper asking for immediate con- | 
sideration of Germany as an eco- 
nomic unit. 

Molotov also submitted a paper 
asking for a four-power commis- 
sion to inquire into German de- 
mobilization in the four zones.

VATICAN CITY, July 11 (UP)— 
Pope Pius today told a group of 
American editors that the first 
postulate of freedom of the press 
“is to have access to the truth.” 

“How often experience has proved 


that in the long run good is never 
served by distortion of the facts,” 
he said. “The world will not be 
lifted out of the quagmire of in- 
human suffering and injustice in 
which it is agonizing so long as 
suspicion, distrust and shameful 
ambitions conceal. the truth from 
those who are entitled to know it 
for the common good of all.” 

The Pope emphasized the re- 


sponsibility of the press and ‘said 
that “freedom of the press like 
any other freedom whether of ac- 
tion og of speech or thought is 
limited. It does not allow a man 
to print what is wrong, what is 
known to be false or what is cal- 
culated to undermine and destroy 
the moral and religious fiber of 
individuals and the peace and har- 
mony of nations.”

ONLY 6000 TO BE EVACUATED 
FROM AUSTRIA, REDS ASSERT 


VIENNA, July 11 (UP)—Soviet 
quarters today challenged Ameri- 
can reports concerning the evacu- 
ation of Germans from Austria, 
asserting they were exaggerated 
and that only 6000 persons were 
inyolved. 

e official Tass news agency 
reported that the figure of 54,000 
persons reportedly affected by the 
order was “a lie” and said that 
the action was agreed on by the 
Allies in November 1945. 

Government quarters said the 
Russians apparently had halted 
or postponed their move, possibly 
due to widespread publicity given 
to the plan. French occupation 
authorities took exception to the 
order for the ousting of non- 
Austrians. A French statement 
said “displaced persons” consid- 
ered by Allied and Austrian 
authorities. to be a burden on 
Austria should be dealt with by 
the Allied Control Council.

HE time has come when we should discuss the fate of Germany| 
and a peace treaty with that country. 
The Soviet Government has always held that the spirit of 


It will be just as in- 


correct to identify Hitler Germany with the German people, though 
the German people cannot divest themselves of the responsibility 


for Germany's aggression and for 


The Soviet people went through 
unparalleled sufferings of occupa- 
tion as a result of the invasion of 
the Soviet Union by the German 
armies. Our losses are great and 
inestimable. Other peoples of Eu- 
rope, and not of Europe alone, 
will long feel the heavy losses and 
hardship caused by the war which 
Was imposed by Germany. 

It is, therefore, natural that the 
problem of Germany's fate agi- 
tates at present the minds of not 
only the German people, but nat- 
urally also those of other peoples 
who are trying to safeguard them- 
selves for the future and to pre- 
vent a new aggression by Ger- 
many. And one should bear in 
mind the fact that, thanks to the 
industrial might she has achieved, 
Germany ts an important link of 
the whole system of the world 
economy 

Neither can one forget the fact 
that more than once this indus- 
trial might has formed the base of 
the armament of aggressive Ger- 
many. 

Such are the premises from 
which conclusions are to be 
drawn. 

I proceed from the fact that 
in the light of the interests, of 

world economy and tranquillity 
in Europe it would be incorrect 
to adopt a course of Germany’s 
annihilation as a state or that 
ef its agrarianization including 
the annihilation of its main in- 
dustrial centers. 

' Such a course would result in 

' wndermining the economy of Eu- 
rope, in the dislocation of world 
economy and in'a chronic po- 
litical crisis in Germany which 
would spell a threat to peace 
and tranquillity. 

I think that even if we adopted 
such a course, the course of his- 
tory would subsequently impel us 
to renounce this course as an 
abortive and groundless one. 


Purpose to Transform Reich. 

I think, therefore, that our. pur- 
pose is not to destroy Germany 
but to transform Germany into a 
democratic and peace loving state 
which, nexteto its agriculture, will 
have its own industry and foreign 
trade but which will be deprived 
ef economic and military poten- 
tialities to rise again as an aggres- 
sive force. 

While still engaged in the war 
the Allies declared that they had 
no intention of destroying the 
German people. Even at the time 
when the overweening Hitler 
openly proclaimed that he wanted 
to destroy: Russia, J. V. Stalin, the 
head of the Soviet Government, 
holding these boastful stupidities 
up to ridicule, said: 

“It is no more possible to de- 
stroy Germany than to destroy 
Russia. But the Hitler state can 
and must be destroyed. 

Germany has long held an im- 
portant position in the werld 
economy. While continuing as a 
single state Germany will re- 
main an important factor of 
world trade which also corre- 
sponds to the interests of other 
peoples. 

On the other hand, the policy 
ef Germany's annihilation as a 
state or that of. her agrarianiza- 
tion and annihilation of its 
principal industrial centers will 
result in making Germany a 
center where dangerous senti- 
ments of revenge will be nour- 
ished and will play into the 
hands of German reactionaries 
and will deprive Europe of tran- 
quility and a stable peace. 

One should look not backward 
but ahead and should be con- 
cerned about what is to be done 
in order that Germany may be- 
come a democratic and peace-lov- 
ing state which will have a de- 
veloped agriculture, industry and 
foreign trade but which will be 
deprived of an opportunity to re- 
suscitate as an aggressive force. 
Victory over Germany delivers 
into our hands powerful means to 
achieve this purpose. It is our 
duty to utilize these means to the 
full. 

It has of late become fashion- 
able to talk about dismember- 
ment of Germany, into several 
“s,utonomous” states, about fed- 
eralization of Germany and 
about the separation of the 
Ruhr from Germany. All such 
proposals originate in the same 
policy of destruction and agrar- 
fanization of Germany, for it is 
easy to understand that without 
the Ruhr Germany cannot exist 
as an independent and stable 
state. But I have y said 
that if the interests of peace and 
tranquillity are dear to us the 
destruction of Germany should 
not be our objective. 

Naturally, if as a result of a 
plebiscite throughout Germany 
the German peopie express their 
wish te transform Germany into 
a federal state, or if as a result 
ef a plebiscite in various former 
German states a desire will be 
manifested to break away from 
Germany, it goes without saying 
that there cannot be any objec- 
tion on our part, 

There have been not a few in- 
stances in which Allied authorities 
in the wéstern zones of occupation 


of Germnany have encouraged the 


its gravest consequences. 


idea of a federal structure for 
Germany. 
Allied authorities is one thing, 
whereas, a real desire of the Ger- 
man people, or at least a desire of 
the population of some part of 
German territory, is another thing. 

We, the Soviet people, hold that 
it is incorrect to impose upon the 
German people a solution of this 
question. Such an imposition 
would not in any case produce any 
good if only for the reason that it 
will be precarious. 

Inter-Allied Ruhr Control. 

If on the one hand we should 
not stand in the way of the right- 
ful aspirations of the German 
people after the revival of their 
state on democratic lines, then 
on the other hand it is our duty 
to prevent the rise of Germany 
as an aggressive force. It would 
be a crime to forget about this 
sacred duty of ours to the peoples 
of the world. 

If the world is to he safe- 
guarded against an eventual 
aggression on the part of Ger- 
many, the latter should be com- 
pletely disarmed beth militarily 
and economically and the Ruhr 
should be under an in- 
ter-Allied control of four coun- 
tries with the object of pre- 
venting a revival of war indus- 
tries in Germany. 

The program for the complete 
military and economic disarma- 
ment of Germany is not some- 
thing new. The decisions of the 
Berlin conference deal with this 
in detail. And it is natural that 
the Ruhr, as the main phase of 
Germany’s war industries, should 
be kept under the vigilant con- 
trol of the principal Allied pow- 
ers. The purpose of complete 
military and economic disarma- 
ment of Germany must also be 
furthered by a pian for repara- 


tions, 
Hazards of Delay. 


The fact that until now no plan 
for reparations has been drawn 
up in spite of the repeated de- 
mands of the (Soviet) Govern- 
ment that the corresponding de- 
cision of the Berlin conference be 
carried out, and the fact that the 
Ruhr has not been placed under 
an inter-Allied control on which 
the Soviet Government insisted a 
year ago, is a dangerous thing 
as far as the maintenance of the 
future peace and security of the 
nations is concerned. 

We are of the view that it is 


‘impossible to put off the accom- 


plishment of these tasks without 
running the risk of frustrating 
the decision to carry out the com- 
plete military and economic dis- 
armament of Germany. 

Such is view of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment regarding the war indus- 
try and war potential of Germany. 
These considerations cannot ham- 
per the development of peaceful 
industries in Germany. 

In order that the development 
of German peaceful industries 
may be of benefit to other peo- 
ples who need German coal, 
metal and manufactured prod- 
ucts, Germany should be grant- 
ed the right of exports and im- 
ports, and if this right of for- 
eign trade is to be effectuated 
we should not put obstacles. to 
the increase in output of steel, 
coal and manufactured prod- 
ucts of a peaceful nature in 
Germany; naturally within cer- 
tain bounds and provided that 
an inter-Allied control shall in- 
evitably be established over Ger- 
mans and over the Ruhr indus- 
tries in particular. 

As we know, the (Allied) Con- 
trol Council in Germany recently 
fixed the level which would be 
reached by German industries in 
the near future. Germany has not 
yet by far reached this level. Nev- 
ertheless, it should already now 
be admitted that the peaceful in- 
dustries of Germany must be given 
an opportunity to develop on a 
wider scale, provided only that 
this industrial development should 
really be used to satisfy the peace- 
ful needs of the German people 
and the requirements of trade 
with other countries. 

All this calls for the establish- 
ment of proper inter-Allied control 
over German industries and over 
the Ruhr industries in particular. 
Responsibility for the latter can- 
not rest only upon one of the Al- 
lied countries. Adoption of a cor- 
responding program for the de 
velopment of German peaceful in- 
dustries which will provide for the 
development of the foreign trade 
of Germany as well as for the 
establishment of inter-Allied con- 
trol over the whole of German in- 
dustry satisfies the need for im- 
plementation of the decisions of 
the Berlin conference which pro- 
vide for the treatment of Ger- 
many as an economic whole. 


Peace Treaty Terms. 

It remains for me to dwell on 
the question of the peace treaty 
with Germany. 

Of course we stand in prin- 
ciple for the conclusion of a 
peace treaty with Germany, but 
before concluding this treaty 
there should be set up a single

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General ‘Says It Will 
Consist of 682,114 
Men — 2 Armored 
Units. 


WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP). 
HE War Department disclosed 
orders today for a postwar 
National Guard of 682,114 of- 
ficers and enlisted men—twice the 
size of the prewar guard force. 
Maj. Gen, Butler B, Milton- 
berger, chief of the department’s 
National Guard bureau, announced 
an upward revision in strength 
to 25 infantry divisions and two 
armored ones. He told reporters 
the guard would be “a highly 
trained, mobile M-Day force” and 
added that “under a directive 
ent Gen, Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
we are setting up units individ- 
ually as soon as they are ready.” 
Gen. Miltonberger predicted that 
all the divisions and several score 
smaller combat units would be in 
process of activation by the end 
of the year. At their present pace, 
he said the 84 National Guard air 
squadrons that are planned would 
be ready by Nov. 1. Squadrons 
at St. Louis and Denver are to 
be the first. 

New Infantry Units. 
He told of plans to create two 
new infantry divisions but they 
were not identified. Gen. Milton- 
berger announced, however, that 
the Forty-fourth Infantry Divis- 
sion, previously allocated to New 
Jersey, had been shifted to [Illi- 
nois. New Jersey will get the 
Fiftieth Armored Division and 
Texas the Forty-ninth Armored 
Division. 
Eisenhower, Army chief of staff, 
“substantial 
numbers of men” are required for 
the occupation of Germany and 
Japan and said: 
“So long as our government 
continues occupation nothing 
could produce a more dangerous 
situation than an American weak- 
ness that would encourage re- 
calcitrance or open rebellion.” 
“Such a result,” he said in a 
speech to the Amherst alumni 
council, “would have pyramiding 
consequences of grave import for 
everyone of us. The purposes, the 
risks and the requirements of oc- 
cupation must be so clearly placed 
before the American people that 
there can be no lack of compre- 
hension of the issues involved.”

yesterday that he believed the 
United States must maintain an

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A Flaw in Smoke Control 


The Missouri Supreme Court’s ruling out of 
the public welfare clause of the St. Louis smoke 


‘ control ordinance serves to call attention to a 


minor hole in the law which could become 
serious if consumers continued to be subjected 
to such practices as have been perpetrated on 


them by the Triangle Fuel Co., whose conduct 


occasioned the Supreme Court suit. 
Enforcement of the smoke control ordinance 
will not be particularly affected by the court's 
decision, since there are several other provisions 
of unquestioned validity in the ordinance which 
empower the city to enforce it. But the authority 
of the city to. protect the public welfare against 


unscrupulous practices by fuel dealers is seri- 


ously affected: 

The clause which the court has stricken out 
as unconstitutional was p#& in the ordinance to 
enable the city to deny coal dealers’ permits to 
companies if it were “not consistent with the 
public welfare.” As things now stand, the city 
cannot decline to issue a dealer’s permit to an 
untrustworthy applicant on the ground that it 
would be against the public welfare. 

The city is thus sometimes forced to give its 
stamp of approval~as at least tacitly expressed 
by the issuance of its permit—to concerns that 
prey upon the public, Consumers, believing the 
city’s permit means approval, are led to deal 
with such concerns, 

The first specific result of the court decision 

is that the city is apparently powerless to do any- 
thing about Louis L. Horen’s Triangle Fuel Co., 
which has demonstrated itself unfit to engage in 
a business so intimately related to the public 
welfare as the retailing of coal. 
' In the winter of 1944, Triangle sold to some 
300 customers more than 1500 tons of coal that 
would not burn in home furnaces. The average 
loss per customer was around $30. The com- 
pany has never returned the money. 

The people who bought the useless coal felt 
that the city was to blame for issuing a permit 
to Triangle, which had a long, and unenviable 
record. Triangle had been found guilty in Fed- 
eral Court of conspiring to misrepresent the 
quality of its coal. When the city attacked the 
company for misrepresenting the quality of its 
coal, however, it lost in the State courts. And 
now the city has lost again in an effort to re- 
voke the company’s permit under the welfare 
clause of the smoke ordinance. 

The city is therefore in the compromising po- 
sition of having to give the color of its approval 
to a shady business practice. That position is 
intolerable, and City Counselor Stemmler should 
find the legal means to enable the city to with- 


hold its permit from concerns that do not de-- 


serve it, starting with Mr. Horen and his Tri- 
angle Fuel Co,

Somewhere between the direct action of 
Eugene Debs and the no-action of Samuel 
Gompers, labor was lost in politics until Sidney 
Hillman appeared.

right to feel hurt or protest if the politicians 
mismanage their affairs. 
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Brush-Off for Veterans 


Men's memories are short, notoriously, but the 
140,000 veterans of the St. Louis area have a 


right to expect more than the quick brush-off 


by Frank C. Rand, president of the Community 
Chest of Greater St. Louis: 

“We've got to cut down on some of these war 
activities. Some of us think the war is over.” 

This was Mr. Rand’s explanation of the refusal 
by the Community Chest to continue to match 
the city’s support of the Veterans’ Service Cen- 
ter. To jog the memory of the Community 
Chest; let us point out that last fall the citizens 
of the St. Louis area contributed nearly $5,000,- 
000 to the War Chest, now the Community Chest, 
on a plea that these funds were needed to help 
the returning veteran. 

Although Community Chest officials say that 
some funds have gone to the support of other 
agencies benefiting veterans, it now appears 
that the Community Chest never intended to 
give more than $30,161 to the Veterans’ Center, 
leaving the Center’s budget $17,388 short be- 
tween now and December. 

The strange inconsistency of this situation will 
be more evident if we recall that Mayor Kauf- 
mann, in appealing for donations to the War 
Chest, last fall stated quite correctly that “the 
problems of our returning veterans are primary 
among the obligations of War Chest-supported 
agencies.” And when some talk was heard, dur- 
ing that campaign, that the war was over and 
giving to the War Chest no longer necessary, 
the general chairman, Cyrus Crane Willmore, 
used some strong language; those talking thus, 
he said, are “damn poor citizens of St. Louis.” 

Unless the Community Chest wants the people 
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to think it raised money under false pretenses, 
the only proper thing for it to do is to find 
$17,388—somewhere in the bookkeeping that has 
accounted for the more than $20,600,000 con- 
tributed by the citizens’‘of the St. Louis area 
during the last four years—and credit this 
amount to the Veterans’ Service Center. 
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Orgy of Back-Scratching 

It is clear beyond any mistaking that the Sen- 
ate’s mood is to prevent any effective price con- 
trolh Why? The shabby pretexts for the flood 
of specific exemptions were shown by the real 
leaders in this matter—two Republicans—in the 
debate before the meat and poultry amendment, 
the first of the exemptions. . 

Senator Taft said that meat control had 
broken down completely. He did not explain 
that it first began breaking under a concerted 
effort to make Congress abolish it, and that its 
breakdown was certain after the Senate voted 
exemptions in the first OPA extension bill, It 
broke down because livestock shippers correctly 
suspected that they could hold back animals 
from the Jegitimate market, lick and lobby the 
Senate into subservience and clean up record 
profits after June 30, 

Senator Wherry said that there should be a 
test in which some commodity would be free to 
find its competitive price level, He did not ex- 
plain that his amendment would deny basic 
foods to low-income families or that sharp price 
increases (such as have already taken place) 
would jeopardize the whole delicate structure 
of wage control, It has already provoked the 
Reuther-directed UAW to announce a renewed 
campaign for wage increases without price in- 
creases—the same impossible demand which 
shut down General Motors for months and then 
led to higher prices. Nor did Mr. Wherry ex- 
plain that his amendment offered in the guise 
of a noble experiment was for the direct ag- 
grandizement of livestock-poultry interests 
which talk big in Nebraska politics. 

Yet a number of Demoérats joined time after 
time with a nearly solid Republican phalanx to 
follow this reckless and shyster counsel. Finally, 
Majority Leader Barkley wryly exposed the true 
basis for all the pious pretense under which the 
job of murder was done. “There has been,” said 
he, “so much back-scratching it has resulted in 
a soreness that would exhaust all the liniment 
in Washington.” That is, a majority of Senators 
were playing the same game as the picayune 
politician who occupies the great George W, 
Norris’s seat. 

It will be remembered when any of these Sen- 
ators next offer themselves at the polls. It will 
be remembered still more acutely if cost-of- 
living strikes cripple industry again. Because 
a renewal of that experience is too painful to 
think of, the people look with acute urgency to 
the House to undo the Senate's mischief again. 
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An Iniquitous Tax 

In spite of calmer counsels, the Board of Al- 
dermen has precipitately installed an earnings 
tax full of iniquities, chief among which is its 
casual and callous disregard for the ability-to- 
pay principle, The only saving feature is that 
the rate is low, at least at the outset. Anyone 
who knows the revenue needs of St. Louis, how- 
ever, and anyone who knows the classic pro- 
pensity of taxing bodies to milk the handiest 
cow, can foresee higher rates in the. not-so-dis- 
tant future. 

Before that need arises, the city should do 
what it has not done before adopting this form 
of tax. It should cause a thorough study to be 
made, leading to a scientific tax system based

on recognized principles of order and equity—. 


two qualities conspicuously absent alike in this 
new tax and in the piecemeal array of previous 
expedients on which the new tax is heaped. 
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Rents a la Realtor 

Probably the Real Estate Exchange is right 
that most landlords wilk not gouge tenants. The 
gougers, however, are more numerous than the 
exchange tries to imply, and they will respond 
to neither the exchange’s own pleas nor the ad- 
verse publicity they might get from its pro- 
posed Mayor's advisory committee. 

In any event, the realtors are questionable 
counsel in this matter. All the exchange’s pow- 
ers and all the forces of adverse opinion have 
not kept realty agents from holding apartments 
vacant to induce home-owners ‘to sell out—with 
the effect of pushing sales prices higher and 
decreasing the supply of rental housing. With 
no voice of dissent from the St. Louis realtors, 
their national organization steadily fed inflation 
by prevailing on Congress to exempt old houses 
from OPA throughout its life. The realtors then 
turned around and argued that rents should be 
lifted into line with the inflated sales prices 
caused by the exemption—which would lead to 
rent increases of not the reasonable 15 per cent 
which the exchange now suggests, but nearer 
100 per cent. 

This is no place for self-government, espe- 
cially by an industry with so strong an infla- 
tionary history. It is a place for people’s gov- 
ernment, Unless Congress restores rent control 
very soon, St. Louis should follow the example 
of other cities and a number of states and set 
up its own control, allowing only moderate in- 
creases above OPA rent levels. e 
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A Promise and a Threat 


The immediate danger of a coke shortage is 
over, because the Laclede Gas Light Co, has 
recognized its civic obligation to St. Louis. The 
utility has agreed to revert to its former policy 
of manufacturing coke for domestic use. But 
there still may be a threat to our smoke elimi- 
nation program, in the Civilian Production Ad- 
ministration’s plan to divert household coke to 
the manufacture of pig-iron for housing. 

Literally, the announcement by Wade Chil- 
dress, Laclede’s president, means that St. Louis 
dealers should be able to get all the coke they 
need. That in turn means continued support for 
the anti-smoke ordinance. But CPA’s proposed 
order still stands as a possible difficulty which 
might invite further reduction in our coke 
supply. St. Louis will oppose any such order. 
Even in wartime, two Federal agencies saw to it 
that St. Louis got smokeless fuel, and certainly 
now the CPA should find sources of coke that 
will not deny us a clean, healthy city,

Rules committeemen have excessive power and sometimes use it to 
kill progressive legislation, writer says; they decide what bills House 
of shall consider and length of debate; recently they killed minimum- 
wage bill, despite passage by Senate and approval of President.

My friend from London keeps getting 
surprises about American government. He 
is conscientious, and is following the Brit- 
ish loan, 


He has watched its slow passage in the 
Senate, where he suddenly discovered the 
chamber has no rules of relevancy and any 
member can talk on any subject, at any 
time, at any length. This took him aback. 
The Langer filibuster startled him. But aft- 
er five weeks the loan passed, and my 
friend's attention shifted to the House. 


Here, he learned, the House Banking 
Committee took all the dreary loan testi- 
mony, previously heard in the Senate, right 
over again—generally from the same wit- 
nesses. It seemed a bit wasteful. 


Now my friend is learning about the 
House Rules Committee. This power-be- 


‘ hind-the-throne operates so quietly even 


many Americans do not understand it. My 
friend is literal-minded and thumbed 
through the United States Constitution, 
hoping to find something about the power- 
ful Rules Committee. It was no good: the 
Rules Committee belongs to America’s un- 
written constitution. 


To watch this mysterious agency perform 
we went to its loan hearing. This was held 
in a retired cubby-hole of an office in the 
Capitol. It has all the benefits but none 
of the trappings of power; it is dingy, small 
and omnipotent, 


A Third Legislative Body 


Inside the committee-room door (just off 
the elevator), the place was full of smoke, 
human bodies and heat. Two committee- 
men and a witness were all talking at 
once, 

In the ornate committee rooms, witness- 
es from all over the country and from every 
walk of life are heard under supervision 
of committee chairmen. But in the dingy 
little Rules Committee, the chairmen them- 
selves are heard. 

The committees have passed certain bills. 
But to get these bills before the huge House 
membership of 435, authority of the Rules 
Committee is needed. 

This committee disposes of the House 
time, draws up its calendar, says what bills 
may or may not come before the House, 
how much time shall be allowed to debate 
them, whether the House membership shall 


be permitted to add amendments, and such 
matters. 


The House is so big that it needs a 
group at the top to guide its sessions, but 
many critics believe the Rules Committee 
exercises too much power and oversteps 
democratic limits. 


“Why, this means that the Rules Com- 
mittee is really a third legislative body,” 
said my friend, 

The committee was deciding whether to 
let the House consider the 65-cent minimum 
wage bill, which the Senate has passed, and 
which President Truman wants so badly as 
part of his social-reform program, You 
could see right away that most Rules Com- 
mittee members didn’t like it. 


Suspicious About the Loan 


Of the 12-man membership, eight are 
Democrats, four Republicans; of the eight 
Democrats, six are from the South. Why 
should farmers, in the South or anywhere 
else, they demanded irritably, have to pay 
more for their help? Although the Labor 
Committee pleaded for a chance to bring 
the bill to the floor for debate, they didn’t 
seem sympathetic, nor did the four Repub- 
licans., 


No decision was made right away on that 
bill, and the British loan bill was called up. 
The chairman of the House Banking Com- 
mittee and the leader of the Republican 
minority on the committee were here as 
witnesses and a rather violent woman from 
Illinois, who turned out to be a Congress- 
woman, who opposed the loan and talked a 
great deal, often when other people were 
also talking. Nobody seemed to mind. 

The Rules Committee seemed pretty sus- 
picious about the loan. They made no se- 
cret that in granting “rules” they were 
weighing the merits of the bills, like any 
legislative body. They finally granted the 
loan 16 hours—about four days—of debate. 

Later we learned the fate of the 65-cent 
minimum-wage bill. The Rules Committee 
had killed it. By deciding to withhold ac- 
tion till the date after which Congress is 
expected to adjourn, they had blocked de- 
bate. Passage by the Senate, approval 
by the House Labor Committee and the 
President’s recommendation went for 
naught, 

“Extraordinary system you chaps have 
nere,” said my friend reflectively. “Very.” 


A War Contract Scandal

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Progress Toward Peace 


LONDON. 


T is a deep satisfaction in so difficult a world to record a genuine 

advance in the complex task of making the peace. The decisions 

at Paris are compromise decisions. They are incomplete and they 
are unlikely to satisfy any of the states affected by their outcome. 
Nevertheless, the advance is a genuine one. 


Let us at least be thankful for 
small mercies. Let us at least 
take note that there is an at- 
mosphere far less explosive than 
was the case in what looked like 
the hopeless deadlock of last May.

The decision to internationalize 
the status of Trieste and to accept 
what is virtually the French de- 
marcation of the Julian Marches 
was quite inescapable once Russia 
refused to withdraw its support 
from Yugoslavia, and Britain and 
the United States, their support 


ftom Italy. 

-As a soniaaeniien it has three 
im t advantages. It does not 
gacrifice Italian prestige to Yugo- 
slavia, It does not sacrifice Yugo- 
silavia prestige to Italy. It maxi- 
mizes the hopes that Trieste will 
develop to the full its natural 
position as the main Mediterra- 
nean outlet of Central and South- 
eastern Europe and I hope that 
the relation which Trieste will oc- 
cupy in the future to the Security 
Council will safeguard it from de- 
generating into a new Danzig. 


Let the Fascists Pay. 


Obviously the decision is a sacri- 
fice both of Italian and of Yugo- 
glav hopes, perhaps even more 
than that. But it has great merits 
ef bringing international adminis- 
tration into the forefront of the 
world picture, of making the idea 
ef international administration 
not, as it were, an inter-states dis- 
cussion but a concrete perform- 
ance of visible functions. I con- 
fess that Trieste is not the only 
gateway to seagoing world traffic 
that I should like to see treated in 
a similar way. 

The solution of Russian claims 
to reparations from Italy is an 
wngenerous one. I am bound to 
gay that I regret that it was 
pressed, since the amount involved 
does not seem to me proportionate 

to the emphasis laid upon it. : 
‘ But there is no evidence to sug- 
gest that, especially with the two- 
year delay in operation, the solu- 
tion involved will press heavily 


upon the economy of Italy. And a 


wise Italian Government ought to 


be able so to organize the inci- 
dence of the amount that its 
burden falls predominantly upon 
those wealthy Italian landowners 
and big businessmen who were 
the main support of Benito Musso- 
lini during his regime. ; 
Theirs is the real responsibility 
for reparations and theirs ought 
to be the Wirect obligation to 
shoulder them. That, I am confi- 
dent, will be the view of the So- 
cialist leader, Pietro Nenni, and of 
the Communist leader, Palmiro 
Togliatti. I hope that Alcide de 
Gasperi will, as Prime Minister, 
realize that this is a vital test of 
the claims of the Christian Demo- 
cratic party, which he leads, to be 
either Christian or Democratic. 


China Dilemma. 


Two final difficulties raised by 
Vyacheslav M. Molotov, . Soviet 
Foreign Minister, on Friday night 
are far more important than they 
seemed when broadly stated. To 
make China one of the inviting 
powers at the moment is to make 
a state which may at any moment 
be involved once again in the 
tragedy of civil war an important 
factor in settling mainly Euro- 
pean problems. 

To Russia, moreover, the Ameri- 
can-supported regime of General- 
issimo Chiang Kai-shek is a state 
which seeks, if need be, the de- 
struction of Russian-supported 
Communist China for the sake of 
some of the ugliest interests— 
military and industrial and finan- 
cial—which operate there, It 
means sacrificing the peasants to 
the bandits and profiteers who 
have too often sat smugly raking 
in their profit without any effort 
even to fight the Japanese in- 
vaders. 


Only yesterday a Chinese of 
very high distinction and of un- 
surpassed knowledge said to me 
that nothing would be more harm- 
ful to the future of China than to 
encourage the prestige of. the Ku- 
omintang in its present form. 
That, of course, is what Mr. Molo- 
tov’s first action is intended to 
prevent. And I have no difficul- 
ties in sympathizing with his in- 
sistence., 


Strategic Post. 


Until we know the contents of 
the rules he desires to see ac- 
cepted, it is impossible to say 
whether his proposal is legitimate 
or not. My own preference would 
have been for a policy that sent 
out invitations at once and left 
the ministers’ deputies to work 
out, for submission to the confer- 
ence itself, rules of procedure, 
leaving the conference to adopt or 
amend them itself. 

Mr. Molotov’s second difficulty, 
that of agreeing on the rules to 
govern procedure in the July con- 
ference, has been compromised. 
I should think, however, that 
before the Council of Foreign Min- 
isters disappears, it is essential 
to have a Secretary-General of 
the conference appointed, so that 
he can lay the preparatory foun- 
dations which are so urgent to. 
the giant task to which the 21 
states will devote themselves. A 
first-class Secretary-General is a 
precondition for peace-making 
and in no realm is improvisation 
likely to be successful. 

I should like to see Dean Ache- 
son chosen for this vital work. 
I know no one with either char- 
acter or temperament better fitted 
for the work. He has integrity. 
He has balance of mind, Not 
least, he has been in the heart of 
international affairs long enough 
to know the dynamic of this

$11,260,000 TO E. MISSOURI 
VETERANS BY 6.1. LOAN PLAN 


Veterans in the eastern half of 
Missouri borrowed $11,260,000 un- 
der the G.I. loan plan between the 
time the system was placed in op- 
eration in the latter part of 1944 
and last June 30, it was announced 
today by the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration. The administration guar- 
anteed $5,273,000 of the total. 

The loans were made to 2428 
veterans, 573 of them last month. 
The average joan made was $4637, 
and the average amount guaran- 
teed was $2171. Under the plan, 
the Veterans’ Administration guar- 
antees half of the loans, up to a 
maximum of $4000 for purchasing 
homes and up to $2000 for buying 
or starting businesses. The admin- 
istration said 17,112 non-disabled 
veterans were attending school or 
taking on-the-job training at gov- 
ernment expense on June 30, and 
2219 disabled veterans in the area 
were receiving job instruction. 

Throughout Missouri, Kansas, 
Arkansas and Oklahoma, which 
are under the jurisdiction of the 
St. Louis branch office, 17,096 vet- 
erans have borrowed a total of 
$68,405,000 under the G.I. loan plan, 
of which $32,467,000 was ran- 
teed by the administration. In the 
same territory, 82,334 non-disabled 
and 7151 disabled veterans were 
receiving education or training of 
some sort at government expense.

Program Extended — 12,000 
in Europe Await 
Passage. 


NEW YORK, July 11 (AP)—The 
Army’s program of bringing Euro- 
pean war wives and children to 
America, originally scheduled to 


end in June, has been extended 
through December and probably 
will be extended further if G.Ls 
continue to trip to the altar in far 
off lands. 

The New York Port of Em- 
barkation said this week that 
more than i2,000 wives in the 
European and Mediterranean the- 
aters had been certified and were 
awaiting passage. Approximately 
40,000 brides already have been 
brought to this country. The list 
will be increased with new mar- 
riages and with certification of 
girls already married to soldiers 
who delayed bringing them here 
because of the housing shortage. 

The original schedule was slowed 
down by the Army, partly because 
of illness among children which 
resulted in more than 17 deaths. 
Any child showing the slightest 
trace of a communicable disease 
now is held in Europe until com- 
plete recovery. The Army also is 
carrying fewer passengers on the 
ships because of complaints of 
overcrowded conditions. The War 
Department says it will bring 
wives here as long as soldiers 
‘continue to marry overseas,

Otto Pannenbecker of Duesseldorf 
pleaded at the afternoon’s ssession 
that the Fuehrer habitually re- 
ferred to him with disdain as a 
ees ‘publicity hound” and as “that 
bureaucrat Frick.” 

John Gunther's “Inside Europe” 
described Frick as “the only hon- 
est Nazi” and as “a bureaucrat 
through and through. 

However, Frick* was chairman 
of the National Socialist bloc in 
the Reichstag and one of the 
three Nazis — the others being 
Goering and Hitler himself—who 
were accepted: by President von 
Hindénburg as members of the 
first Hitler cabinet. 

He served for 10 years under 
Hitler as Minister of the Interior 
with supreme authority over civil 
administration not only in the 
Reich proper but occupied terri- 
tories incorporated in the Reich 
such as Austria, then Posen-Dan- 
zig area, Memel, the Eupen- 
Malmedy district and the Sude- 
tenland. 

Himmler was for several years 
a subordinate of Frick and the 
Gestapo was an agency of his 
department until Himmler was 
raised to cabinet rank and power 
on the highest level with his ap- 
pointment as Reichsfuehrer 8.5. 


With Hitler, Friek was co-signer 
among other decrees of the armed 
forces law which re-established 
the Wehrmacht and _ universal 
military service and also of the 
Nuernberg racial statute. He was 
a member of the Reich cabinet 
and chairman of the National 
Socialist lawyers’ association, He 
was active also in the association 
for maintaining Germanism abroad 
but his interest, according to 
Pannenbecker, was solely cul- 
tural and not the furtherance of 
fifth, columns. 

Having never been a National 
Socialist, the attorney denounced 
Hitler openly as a criminal who

Eisenhower said, would be prod- 
ucts of the ROTC and officer 
candidate schools. He asserted his 
belief that every opportunity 
should be given to men to rise 
from the ranks and become offi- 
cers.

Lt. Gen, George E. Stratemeyer, 
chief of the Army’s air defense 
command, said in a speech at 
New York yesterday that “figur- 
atively speaking” the Army Air 
Forces “right now couldn’t punch 
its way out of a wet paper bag.” 

He ascribed what he called the 
“appalling” state of the nation’s 
air defense both to the demobili- 
zation of the Army Ajir Forces 
from a V-J day strength of 2,- 
253,000 men to 485,000 on May 1 
and .v cut-backs in aircraft pro- 
duction. 

He asked if there was “one 
American in 50,000 who knows 
that in this, the first year of 
peace, the Navy is getting mil- 
lions of dollars more than the Air 
Force to buy hundreds more 
planes than are being allowed the 
Air Force?” 

For the iiscal year 1947, he said, 
the Bureau of Budget approved 
1859 airplanes for the Navy, com- 
paréd to 1020 for the Army, giv- 
ing the Navy $385,000,000 to pro- 
cure this equipment, while assign- 
ing $369,000000 to the Army.

UST plain pineapple ice cream 
is a grand and refreshing des- 
sert, but adding a little very 
finely chopped fresh mint for cool 
green color and alluring fragrance 
makes it a super delightful des- 
sert for the hottest days. The ap- 
proval you'll get makes the effort 
worth while whether just the 
family or guests are dining with 
you. Of course, if you don’t have 
the facilities for freezing ice 
cream, one can often purchase 
pineapple ice cream at the corner 
drug store, and with fresh mint, 
you can still have a pineapple 
mint ice cream. Have mint finely 
chopped and fold up tightly in 
waxed paper while preparing the 
ice cream, Have a mixing bowl 
pre-chilled in the refrigerator, 
turn the ice cream out, go 
immediately into action by chop- 
ping the cream up with a 
vigorously until it is like the stiff- 
est batter and add the mint the 
last few stirs and mix only enough 
to distribute. And don’t lose a 
minute getting it into a pre-chilled 
refrigerator tray and pop it into 
the refrigerator immediately with 
the freezing dial turned so as to 
maintain the coldest temperature 
possible. In an hour you can have 
first class fresh mint ice cream. 


Pineapple Mint Ice Cream. 


Three cups thin cream, one cup 
milk, one cup sugar, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, two egg whites, one 
cup crushed pineapple, one table- 
spoon lemon juice, two _  table- 
spoons very finely chopped mint. 

Have all ingredients cold, Com- 
bine first four ingredients, stir- 
ring thoroughly, then turn into 
clean ice cream freezer can that 
has been fitted into the freezer 
tub, Add the stiffly beaten egg 
whites, cloes freezer and pack 
with one part of ice cream salt to 
six parts of finely crushed ice, and 
turn the crank slowly and steadily 
for about 10 minutes or until it 
begins to turn hard, then open 
freezer, being careful to first re- 
move ice and salt so that none 
enters the can and quickly add 
the pineapple that has the lemon 
juice and mint stirred into it. 
Close, repack with ‘ice and salt 
and continue freezing at a faster 
rate until the crank is difficult to 
turn. . Drain water from the 
freezer tub, repack with more ice 
and salt, cover tightly with papers 
or heavy canvas and let stand 
two or three hours to ripen. Makes 
about one and one-half quarts, 


MENUS FOR FRIDAY. 

BREAKFAST: Mixed fruit, 
soft cooked eggs, whole toast. 

LUNCHEON: Fried corn with 
bacon, Waldorf salad, brownies, 

DINNER: Broiled fish, with 
black butter, stewed tomatoes, 
green pepper cole slaw, pineapple 
mint ice cream. — 
Broiled Fish With Black Butter. 


Wipe two pounds fish fillets, 
any preferred variety, carefully 
and place skin side down in @ 
lightly greased flat pan. Place 
under broiler for 10 to .12 min- 
utes until fish is browned and 
thoroughly done. Do not over- 
cook or fish will be very dry. Sea- 
son with salt and pepper. Mean- 
while heat three to four table- 
spoons margarine in «. small pan. 
Watch carefully so that margarine 
is well browned but not burned. 
Add six to eight tablespoons 
lemon juice, remove from heat and 
immediately pour over hot fish. 
Garnish with parsley. Four serv- 
ings. Serve each child three cups 
of milk to drink and each adult 
-one cup in addition to that used 
in today’s menus. 


Smothered Chicken 

One 3 or 3%4-pound frying chick- 
en, ome and one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-fourth teaspoon pepper, 
one-fourth teaspoon ginger, one- 
fourth cup flour, one-half cup fat, 
two cups cream (or more), one 
half pound sliced mushrooms. 

Have your butcher disjoint the 
chicken, or do it yourself. Mix 
together the salt, pepper, ginger 
and flour. Rub into chicken pieces. 
Cook chicken in hot fat until 
golden brown, Sprinkle any re- 
maining flour mixture over top. 
Heat mushrooms in cream to boil- 
ing point and pour over chicken, 
adding more cream if necessary 
to half cover chicken. Cover tight- 
ly and bake at 350 degrees until 
tender, about one and one-half to 
two hours,

HYDE PARK, WEDNESDAY. 


N the Fourth of July we cele- 

brated our independence, but 

this year a ceremony took 
place on that day in the Philip- 
pine Islands which gave a special 
point to our own celebration, 


From the time Admiral Dewey 
took these islands from the Span- 
ish a conflict went on within the 
United States as to their final 
disposition. There were people 
who felt that, having taken them 
in a war which, like all wars, had 
cost us a certain amount, we were 
entitled to develop them and to 
get some return on our invest- 
ment, There were others who felt 
that, when people wanted free- 
dom, we were obligated to help 
them obtain it, And besides, in 
the last world war, it looked as 
though our investment had been 
amply repaid by the loyalty and 
good will of the people of the 
Philippines. 


These people had long asked for 
ultimate freedom and we had 
promised it. And when the date 
finally was set, I think the ma- 
jority of us in the United States 
felt a pride that we were able to 
give a people their freedom, and 
hoped that we would help each 
other in the future so that our 
economic interests would fare as 
well under this new situation as 
they had in the past. 


Hard times are not over in the 
Philippines. The birth of a new 
nation and the development of 
self-government is never an easy 
process. But I hope we will con- 
tinue to help, for the war has 


taken a heavy toll both of the 


people and the material posses- 
sions in these islands. For our- 
selves, I think the sense that we 
have fulfilled a promise will al- 
ways add to our appreciation of 
our own Independence day. 


IT have had one or two personal 
experiences lately in regard to the

leges, which make we wonder 
whether we shouldn’t begin a cam- 
paign to prevent the young women 
of tomorrow from losing the op- 
portunity for higher education. 
The pressure of returning veter- 
ans hag forced many colleges not 
only to add to their facilities, but 
to cut down on the number of 
women they are able to take in. 

Miss Margaret A. Hickey, presi- 
dent of the National Feceration of 
Business and Professional Wom- 
en's Clubs, noted this fact at the 
opening session of their conven- 
tion in Cleveland. While no one 
suggests that veterans should not 
have priority, it begins to look as 
though the result were going to 
be a lack of opportunity for young 
women, This would certainly 
mean that these young women 
would not be prepared to take 
their share of responsibility in 
facing the economic and political 
problems of the next few years. 

I think this is a very serious 
Situation for the colleges. And 
perhaps consideration should be 
given to providing for girls the 


kind of quarters that would be. 


available to unmarried veterans. 
A breakdown in the higher educa- 
tional opportunities for women, 
even though it may last only a 
few years, would have very serious 
results,

The Record Makers

ING COLE TRIO'S first Capitol album was such a smash- 
K ing success that a second volume by this talented combo 

was inevitable. Collectively, its appeal falls below that of 
book one, probably because the novelty of the trio’s style has 
worn off since 1944. Cole sings five sides (three in album one) 
best of which are “I Don’t Know Why,” “I’m Thru With Love” 
and “I'm in the Mood for Love.” Latter is almost as great as 
his “Paper Moon.” Other vocals are “What Can I Say After I 
Say I'm Sorry?” and “Look What You’ve Done to Me.” Cole's 
fine piano work comes out on the instrumentals “This Way 
Out” (an original), “I Know That You Know” with excellent 
quick-tempo work by Guitarist Oscar Moore and Bassist Johnny 
Miller, and MacDowell’s “To a Wild Rose,” an improper vehicle 
for Moore's guitar, Which predominates, Johnny Mercer’s “Ugly 
Chile” (Capitol) has nothing new in music or lyrics, It’s Clar- 
ence Williams’ old tune, “You’re Some Pretty Doll,” which 
George Brunis did with new lyrics several years ago for Com- 
modore as “Ugly Chile.” Mercer borrows liberally from Brunis’ 
words. The Brunis Jazz Band (Davison, Russell, et al) side is 
a classic, with more kicks than Joe Yukl, Eddie Miller and 
others supply on the Mercer side. Mercer’s other one is the 
cleverly worded “My Sugar Is So Refined,” well done.

ARTIE SHAW’S band of Hollywood hirelings produces 
two better-than-average instrumentals (Musicraft) in “The 
Glider,” a Basie-Harding thing with a fewGillespie licks, and 
“Love of My Life.” Arrangements are excellent. Also recom- 
mendable are Shaw's “Along With Me” and “I’ve Got the Sun in 
the Morning,” sung by ‘Mel Torme and the Meltones. L-~ 
Elgart’s neophyte band debuts for Musicraft with good Bill 
Finegan arrangements of “Mabel!

EN out of ten people who 

experience breathlessness and 

rapid, noticeable beating of the 
heart should consult doctor, 
Nine, to be relieved of their fears 
that they are suffering from a 
heart disturbance. The tenth to 
get needed care for an actual 
heart ailment. 

For while such symptoms as 
shortness of breath, pain and rapid 
pulse may indicate heart disease, 
they may also be due to many 
other causes.

INDIVIDUALS VARY a great 
deal in how much exercise they 
can do, Some healthy people are 
robust and athletic, while others 
are fitted only for more quiet ways 
of living, and then there are many 
people in between the trained 
athlete and the person whose 
muscles are weak and flabby. 

Furthermore, a person’s age has 
some effect on the amount of exer- 
cise he can do without getting 
short of breath. . 

Thus, healthy persons often 
imagine they are suffering from 
heart disease because they find 
they are breathless when they at- 
tempt to do things which, previ- 
ously, they could do with ease, 

They fail to realize that the 
symptoms may not be due to dis- 
ease, but merely to lessening of 
their. physical energy which comes 
with advancing age. Thus, the 
mere presence of the symptoms 
mentioned ig no sign of heart dis- 


ease.

HOWEVER, SINCE they are an 
indication that possibly some- 
thing is wrong with the heart, 
whenever they occur, a thorough 
study of the heart is advisable. 
This should include an X-ray of 
the heart and the making of an 
electrocardiogram or electrical 


‘tracing of the heart beat. Further- 


more, the doctor will listen to the 
beating of the heart to determine 
if there are any abnormal sounds 
called heart murmurs, 

Many times, damage to the 
heart may be present without pro- 
ducing any noticeable symptoms, 
It depends upon the extent of the 
damage to the heart and the type 
of work a person does, In other 
words, if he does not do a great 
deal of physical work, he may 
never notice any’ shortness of 
breath or pain around the heart.

HEART DAMAGE which is not 
causing symptoms often is dis- 
covered during the course of a 
life-insurance examination. The 
wise person will have a physical 
examination at least once a year, 
so that when disorders of this 
type are present they may be 
discovered and proper treatment 
carried out, It is possible, by 
regulating a person's activities, to 
reduce the strain on the heart and 
thus to maintain its reserve power 
for many years. 

If symptoms due to heart dis- 
ease are present the physician 
can advise such drugs as digitalis 
which slows and strengthens the 
heart beat and thus aids in elim- 
inating the symptoms. In any 
event, the physician is the only 
one who can determine the con- 
dition of the heart, and lay dewn 
rules for protecting it from fur- 
ther injury. 


Frozen Banana Cream 
Four ripe bananas, two table- 
spoons lemon juice, few grains

Add lemon juice and 
salt. Add sugar to unbeaten egg 
yolks and beat until light, thick 
and lemon-colored. Soak gelatin 
in cold water five minutes; then 
dissolve by setting cup in pan of 
hot water, Fold into banana mix- 
ture with stiffly beaten cream and 
eggs. Beat gently for about four 
minutes. Turn into trays and place 
in refrigerator to freeze, two and 
one-half to three hours, stirring 
three times.

Two young broilers, flour, fat, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one cup 
grated pineapple, two teaspoons 
soy sauce, One cup or more bean 
sprouts, green pepper, tomato, 
almonds. 

Cut up chickens, rub with salt 
and flour. Fry until nicely 
browned and tender. Remove to 
warm place while preparing 
sauce. Remove unnecessary fat 
from skillet and add remaining 
ingredients and heat thoroughly. 
If thickened sauce is preferred, 
thicken with cornstarch and boll 
five minutes, Season to taste. To 
serve pour sauce over chicken.

HEN Joe Sullivan returned to 

his hotel after the usual Sun- 

day afternoon “rehearsal with 
o:chestra” which is a part of. the 
weekly Municipal Opera schedule, 
he yawned and remarked to the 
elevator operator that he'd had a 
hard night. The dusky operator 
gave him a dark look.

Sullivan, who had rehearsed all 
Saturday night, returned after a

player must not rely too much 
on a “one-over-one” response. 


Observe this typical case: 
South, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable, 
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The bidding: 
South West 
Pass 
1 spade Pass 

As may be seen, South could 
make four-odd in spades without 
difficulty, and without even being 
forced to take a finesse, Thus, by 
reaching a contract of only one 
spade, the vulnerable game was 
missed, 

It is obvious, to anyone glanc- 
ing at the North hand, that North 
would have been outrageously op- 
timistic to make another bid in 
view of South’s original pass and: 
his minimum response to the club 
bid. After all, North could not 
have been faintly criticized if he 
had failed to open the bidding in 
the first place—it was only his 
third-hand position that justified 
such a weak vulnerable opening. 
It may be argued that he would 
not have risked very much by 
raising spades to the two-level, 
since he had an excellent fit, but 
this view would be far from the 
mark. It was not the danger of 
reaching two spades that worried 
North—it was (very logically) 
the fact that he would be giving 
false information to South and in 
that sense inviting further bidding 
from South with a hand much 
weaker than South held. 

The crux of the matter was 
that South, after the club open- 
ing, should have been almost sure 
that game -was in the hand and 
should have announced that opin- 
ion in no uncertain terms. 
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
